It was gonorally boliov- 
od and ropcatodly annoancod throu/^h 
tho columnn ot tho American press 
that wore tho treaty at an end, tho 
JJritieh rrovincoa miiHt boforo many 
montha tstriko their coIoi-h and implore 
Undo Si\m to hoiHt liis Slar-SpuagleJ 
B.innor over their territory. " Abi o- 
gato tho Reciprocity Treaty," thuns 
dorod ttioaroaLThad. Stevens from hid 
place in tho House of Jioprcscntulivos, 
«« and tho absorption of every fuot of 

. ground that Englard owns on tho 

'iOontinent will ho but the qiicalion of 
a fav months." iiut rcsiilta have 
proved that the ^Tcat Kobtor of 
Americun statesnren was wroii^i; in his 
prophecy. The Provinces were uovcr 
80 loyal or eo pros^perous :ih to-day, 
now near'y a year siiico the Jap ineso 
policy of tho United Slates was ex- 
tended to their comincrco. Jn place 
of making Ibom desirous of annex- 
ing thomfolvoB to the United Slate?, 
tho action of Oongrops In-s tnught 
them to look abroad for a nuu kut aH a 
Bubstiluto for tho luarliot from which 
it was intended to ehnt them at homo. 
In place, of imitating the snivoiing of 
tho haif-cracked pack of, political 
humbugs ot Vancouver Island, and 
Bigbing for what— if thoy possessed 
tho brains of an oyster thoy would 
be well awaro thoy could not obtain — 
tho men of Canada went to woik. 
Thoy hud observed that thoir g jods, 
on account of cheapness and good 
quality, had always been bought by 
West Iiidiiin and South AmoriOQn 
dorchanis who vi.-itcd tho Eastern 
American marls to reiilenisli tho;r 
Btocks, and they saw thm tho i bro- 
gation of tho treaty would hhut out 
those goods from ihoStaieri. Tho ques- 
tion was iiumediatu y ninou-il, why 
not trade dirocily with tho Wait In- 
dies and S:-ulh Amciica'i' and the 
merchants of tho Provinces at onoo 
despatched their agonts to ihoso 

■ countries. Theao agoutii demonstra- 
ted that they could undorsoll, by from 
twenty-five to thirty per cent, the 
Amerioah manufacturer, nnd thoy so- 
curodihe trade that had for many 
yeara been enjoyed by A'ew York, 
Boston and Now Orleans. Stran^o 
as it may aeem, tho commercial inter- 
ests of Canada havo made wonderful 
progress since tho abrogation of tho 
treaty. Montreal, alono, last year 
Dold forty per cent nioro goods than 
during any previous year. The trade 
of Qoebeo and Toronto incroasod in a 
corresponding ratio— and as for Can- 
adian produce, great orders from Eng- 
land and Franco await tho opening of 
tho iaUoa and tho St. Lawrence Eivor 
lor fullihneni, while tho Maritime 
Provinccd, in U-tWj, furnished 200,000 

- tons ot Bhipi'ing and supiilied more 
than one-fourth of tho ships that 
■wore launched iiU'loi- tho Britiali flag 1 
Tho pooi)loand tho G overii monl havo 
been IjroughL lo ruly uiore upon their 
own cxeriionti thaa upon tho 
fickle temper of a jiowerlul neighbor 
for their malerial jmv a th and [jrujperM 
ity } and Ainoi ieaii htato-n-.cn muBt 
now bo convinced that, aiiliuugh tho 
Canadiana rnuy, at »(iiuo future lime, 
bo coaxed into tho Unien, lliey are not 
to bo starved or driutii into it. Wo 
commend tho solf-reliaut, (lotennined 
attitude of our transmontaao loUonv 
countrymen to tho study of thot-o 
■weak-kneed British Columbinas who 
foolishly imagine that thorois coither 
Bocuriiy nor prosperity to bo found 
anywhere on tho continent except be- 
neath tho Bbadow of tho stars-and- 
Btripos. A renewal ot tho Rjoiprocity 
Treaty would coitainly bo ncooplablo 
to tho Canadian people on an equitable

The Medical Bill. 

MEnr-Ra EDiTons :— A fhnrt notice appear- 
ed in your eolciiiiis n few daya udo on tlie 
Medical Onliiiiuice, which passed tho Lo^iIr- 
lativc Council thia session. Ac editorioil al-o 
appeared in the Jilormvg News, a day or two 
belore, on tho Baiue puojeot ; but in neittier 
case has it been fully handled, so lhat a lew 
further remarks moy not be out of place. 

And in the first plooo, moy I ask, has the 
want ol such n bill boon felt '! or ha^ it ocoa- 
Bioued coiiiplaiiiis ? or did U;e public, here 
(wlia are said to be always diKceii lenlcil mid 
coiiiplaiiiiiit;! over utile for it? No, notl-ini' 
of the kindi Then who dia 7 Why 
the dootore, who have been Btriviuc lor yeara 
past to get BQoh a bill passed in Vancuuvor 
Island, and who alone assert that it was 
wanted. Now, the evident object of such an 
Ordiiianco mimt bo either to protect the 
put. lie UH nyiiiust tiie doctors, (a thing which 
I could under.-^tand) or olfo to protect ibe 
doctors against tho public ; and siucc Iho 
doctors alcue desiro it and were the authors 
ot the bill, we have a prima facie tight lo 
conclude ll'at it was got up for their own 
boiiclit. But before coming lo any rash 
coneludiun, let U8 look into the Otdiuaucc 
Itself. 

Claases, I, If. ffl. IV, proviJo "for tho 
registration, apon u|iplic.iiiou of any iierFun 
poasosfif d of any diploma, license, or prinlcge, 
conferrins or evidencing tho quuliticaiiuns

Hut to return to Eorope, ond the diplomtts 
Rranted there. Modiciue is not an oxael sci- 
ence ; and the disputes, tho wraagliogs, the 
contradictory decisions, which havo taken 
place at different limes iu the modical inati- 
lutiooB there, are enough lo shako any man's 
oooQdence io' their infallibility. For in- 
ataDoe, a prize was awarded io the Uoivet- 
aity of Paris, more than Bfly years al'er the 
discovery of tha circulation of tho blood in 
England, for a Ihcsia provinc it lo bo untrue 1 
Alter this, more than fifty years were occu- 
pied in discussing tlieuao of aniiinonial wine, 
which waa rovernly prohibited on thu con- 
tinent and encouraged io England. A cen- 
tury ago bleediogs wore common en every 
occasion, hot they aro now gone out ol 
lasbioD, OS if there could bo a fasbioo in 
matters which concern life and death ! And 
w en tho virtues of bark wcro diioovorod, or 
rather mndo known to tho world by a Span- 
ish ludy of rank, it took years lo overcome 
thu opposition ol tho doctors, bccauso llio 
discovery had not been made by a " Inwiul 
p aetitiuner!" so that Frodorio Ibe Qreat 
was near dying of ogae in ooDsequcnco. 
Then again, in cur own time, have we not 
the hoii crpniliic irealmenl nnd the alopalhic 
ireatmoiit, concerning which lawful doctors 
aro iio divided lhat soma have cv^'U fought 
on the subject. In short, there would bo no 
end to tho medical oontriulieiions and uiieor- 
taiulica which might bo quolrd, from Hippo- 
crates' linio down to o ir own dayj. 

And yet 1 can undursiauU thai iu tho OOD- 
tro uf civilization and learning, amidst lo 
many universities, collogcs, and eminent 
piol('5;;oi'S, theie nuy he somn jilausibility in 
refuein;; lo allow an outsider to piaclicu, wlicn 
thu puldic can no eiiMly p'ocuro tlii; very 
best, aJvico. Iiut T/ilboul wishing to east 
any relf/ction o;i our own praetiiiouers, sniiie 
ol whom rcal/i/ innleitlan'l Latin, and lo 
whom at any rulo I would williogly eolrust 
my lilc, they can hurdly oonaidor themsolvoa 
na ri presontiiig the simimitiea of the science; 
or il any ol Ihein di], lii: who could enter- 
tain HHCti a notion inual havo a very exalted 
iniagiiiation. Aud ycl it is lor these geullo- 
inon that a kind of nicdiual game preserve is 
to be created, where those alono who have 
licences shall bave a lawful tigbl lo abooi 
their durts, and miss, maim or kill their 
victimB, as the cnse nuy ho.
